Having Alzheimer’s Disease, 
or another form of dementia, 
isn’t a normal part of the aging 
process. 


But as a person ages, his or 
her risk of developing a form 
of dementia like Alzheimer’s 
disease increases, Jamie 
Wilson-Howe said. 

"One of the biggest risk fac¬ 
tors for dementia is age. The 
risk for dementia increases as 


we age and we are living a lot 
longer than our predecessors,” 
she added. 

Wilson-Howe, who is an 
education coordinator for the 
Alzheimer Society of Niagara, 
visited the Fort Erie Public 
Library’s Centennial branch 


last Wednesday to talk about 
Alzheimer’s Disease and other 
forms of dementia. 

"Dementia is an umbrella 
term for a wide variety of brain 
disorders. Wilson-How said. 

“It affects and clouds the 
ability to complete daily tasks 


like following a recipe or driv- 

She said dementia repre¬ 
sents the most significant 
social and health crisis of the 
21st century and more than 
35.6 million people worldwide 
are diagnosed with dementia. 
That number is expected to 


with their memory, but that in 
itself does not mean they have 
Alzheimer’s Disease,’’ Wilson- 
Howe said. 

When memory loss affects a 
person’s ability to function and 
his or her’s ability to reason, or 
communicate properly, that’s 
when it’s time to see a doctor

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Wilson-Howe said about 
8,500 people living in Niagara 
have dementia. 

There are a number of myths 
surrounding Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease, which include the belief 
that Alzheimer’s Disease only 
affects older people. 

“While age is the biggest risk 
factor, most people don’t 
develop the disease as they 
age,’’ Wilson-Howe said. 

"Even with the late onset 
form of the disease, people 
have been diagnosed with 
(Alzheimer’s Disease) in their 
40s and 50s." 

Another myth about the dis¬ 
ease is a person will get it if a 
loved one has been diagnosed 
with it 


“Even if you have family 
members thathave it, it doesn’t 



Wilson-Howe said a person 
with a sibling or parent with 
the disease has a "very slightly 
increased risk” of getting the 
disease. 

There is also the belief that 
memory loss automatically 
means it’s Alzheimer’s dis- 

“Many people have trouble 


person with Alzheimer’s 
Disease aren’t able to under¬ 
stand what is going on around 
them, or that their lives are 

But Wilson-Howe said nei¬ 
ther of those beliefs are true. 

“Just because a person has 
Alzheimer’s Disease doesn't 
mean he or she can’t contrib¬ 
ute. You can’t paint every per¬ 
son with the same brush,” she 
said. 

Some people with 
Alzheimer’s Disease under¬ 
stand what is happening to 
them, while others have diffi¬ 
culty. Although there is no 
erne for the disease, medica¬ 
tion can be used to treat the 
symptoms of a person suffer¬ 
ing from Alzheimer’s Disease. 

“When we assume someone 
doesn’t understand, feelings 
can unintentionally be hurt," 
Wilson-How said. 

“A person with dementia is 
still the same person as before 
and need to be treated with 
dignity and respect”

This week, a reader called in to talk 
about raising awareness for snowmo- 
bilers who operate their snowmobiles 
illegally on sidewalks in Fort Erie. 

Nancy Sears went to town hall three 
years ago and addressed council, ask¬ 
ing them to put bylaw in place that 
would prohibit riders from using the 
sidewalks and parks as a place to ride. 

Now, three years later, Sears says she 
is still seeing people ride their snow¬ 
mobiles. Although the number of rides 
has significantly decreased, Sears says 
she is still frustrated. 

Sears is concerned about the safety 
of her grandchildren when they play 
outside. She is also worried about 
pedestrians who pass by her home, 
and other children in her neighbour- 

She wonders what will happen if a 
child is accidently run over, or if an 
adult becomes hurt. 


Although Spring is almost here, 
there is still a few weeks left of winter, 
and that means a few more weeks for 
snowmobilers to enjoy their vehicles. 

It's important for people to remem¬ 
ber that the Town of Fort Erie does 
have a bylaw which states where a 
snowmobiler may ride. If a person is 
caught riding in a place where he or 
she shouldn't be, there is a $250 fine 
that may be given. 

Snowmobilers also aren't allowed to 
operate their vehicles between 12 a.m. 
and 6 a.m. It is difficult to discern who 
is riding illegally and the police and 
town bylaw enforcers rely heavily on 
residents to help them enforce the 

When people do go out for a ride on 
a snowmobile, they should have fun, 
but they should also be cautious. 

Riders should also be aware of safety 
and ride in designated areas.

Ritual leads to Mink sighting in Crystal Beach park

Five days a week, all year 
for the past several years, 
brother Ed Plato and I stop 
at Timmys and then on to 
Crystal Beach Waterfront 


Park. 

It’s a ritual. 

On Feb. 11,we saw a 
remarkable sight on the 
huge snow drifts at the 
entrance to the park. We 
saw cavorting on the snow 
banks a black coated wild 
mink. I captured it on film. 

Ed and I have never seen 
any wild minks among the 
huge rocks. Wife Elaine 
and daughter Allison did 
some years ago. Think 
mink! It was black and 
scurrying among the big 
boulders at the water’s 
edge. Allison first spied it. 

What was it? It made 


clicking noises as it 
searched the many crevic¬ 
es for food. It was about 
two feet in length and black 
with a bushy tail. It was a 
wild mink. 

Mink is a common name 
for an alert semi-aquatic, 
carnivorous animal that 
includes otters, weasels 
and yes, badgers. 

Of course you know that 
mink fur is valuable. 

I grew up visiting the Ed 
Burger mink farm outside 
Ridgeway. Foolishly one 
day I placed my finger near 
the cage of a pregnant 
mink. Close call! 


They can be very aggres¬ 
sive. The caged mink then 
exuded a fetid smell. Mink 
farming is a smelly busi- 

Wild minks mark their 
territory with those fetid 
discharges. We are told that 
its discharge smells as bad 
as a skunk’s spray. 

Thankgoodness its odour 
dissipates much faster than 
a skunks. I know. 

In my youth, I was inter¬ 
ested in animal tracks and 
scat (animal discharge) 
thanks to the late Bert 
Miller. 

Rabbit tracks and “jelly 


bean" pellets were easy. 

Mink tracks were differ¬ 
ent. You can see the claw 
marks in the circa two-inch 
rear pads. The scat is dark 
brown or black. It is rough¬ 
ly round five to six inches 
in length and quite narrow. 
Often you could see bits of 
fur or bone in it. Evidence 
of its prey. 

Yes, I have a photo of that 
Crystal Beach mink. 

Sightings of otters locally 
had also been reported to 
me. At Baker’s creek on the 
Niagara river photos were 
supplied to me as proofs of 
the river otter. Not so. They 


were mink. Another report 
said that they had evidence 
of otter slides on the bank 
of a local creek. Note: 
Audubon guide says that 
minks have otter-like slides 
only smaller, Check it out. 

Look for animal tracks on 
your winter hikes this 
month. Try to identify 
them. Make it a hobby.

Beet your way to good health with traditional vegetable

The Doctor’s Game 


Why would I want to eat 
beets? 

Because my mother hap¬ 
pened to like beets and 
said they were good for 

You did not say no to my 
mother. Besides, I thought 
they might be better than 
spinach. 

Now it appears my moth¬ 
er made an excellent choice 
as research shows the lowly 
beet packs a powerful 

Beets are a traditional 


vegetable in Eastern and 
Central Europe and India. 
Fortunately, beets are eas¬ 
ily grown most of the year, 
have long storability and 
adapt to a wide variety of 
climates. 

The medicinal value of 
beets dates back to early 

Hippocrates, the father 
of medicine, recommend¬ 
ed beets for binding 
wounds, blood cleansing 
and digestive problems. 

The goddess of love, 
Aphrodite, believed her 
romantic power was due to 
beetroot, possibly the rea¬ 
son that beetroot is pic¬ 
tured on the brothel walls 
of ancient Rome. But 
there’s more to beets than 
helping Romans revel in 

Dr. Amrita Ahluwalia, 
professor of vascular phar¬ 
macology at England's 
London School of 
Medicine, is author of a 
unique study. 

She reports in the U.S. 
journal Hypertension that 
those who drank beetroot 


juice showed a decrease in 
blood pressure within 24 

Equally interesting, a 
previous study reported 
that people who drank a 
pint of beetroot juice 
showed a decrease in blood 
pressure even when their 
blood pressure was nor- 

So what's the secret 
ingredient in beets that 
lowers blood pressure? 

For years we’ve known 
that nitrate decreases 
hypertension. Ahluwalia 
says beets are high in inor¬ 
ganic nitrate which, when 
eaten, is changed into the 
gas, nitric oxide (NO). 
Nitric oxide causes blood 
vessels to relax resulting in 
lowered blood pressure. 

Another study, reported 
in the Journal of Applied 
Psychology, involved men 
aged 19 to 38 who drank a 
big glass of beetroot daily 
for six days before exercise 
tests such as bicycling. 

Researchers at the 
University of Exeter in 
England proved that drink¬ 


ing beetroot juice boosts 
stamina and helps people 
exercise up to 16% longer. 
In fact the study suggests 
the effect is greater than 
that achieved by regular 
exercising. 

Professor Andy Jones, an 
adviser to England's top 
athletes, says, "We were 
amazed by the effects of 
beetroot juice on oxygen 
uptake because these 
effects cannot be achieved 
by any other known means, 
including training." 

Now, here is an entre¬ 
preneur's dream for giving 
McDonald's competition 
and maybe making zillions 
of dollars — Beetroot 
Burgers. Professsor Garry 
Duthie, at the Rowett 
Research Institute of 
Nutrition and Health, says 
consumption of processed, 
convenient, high-fat foods 
increases every year in 
Scodand. 

This "bad fat," he adds,

"He needs time, commit¬ 
ment, patience... and a lot of 
love," Trombley said. 

"He needs someone who 
understands dobermans and 
dogs with high energy and 
they need to have the patience 
and understand he's been 
through some stuff that we 
don't even know about" 

The dog’s owner has never 
been found. 

A Fort Erie man was visiting 
friends at a Thompson Rd. 
home on Nov. 15 when he 
heard a dog yelping loudly. 


from, he found the dog about 
a hundred metres into the 
brush beside the Rio Vista Golf 
Course. 

Initially, SPCA employees 
thought the dog had been 
struck by a car. 

A local veterinarian later 
determined the injury "was 
quite old” because of scar tis¬ 
sue found on the wound. 

After Tommy was rescued, 
the SPCA made a public plea 
for help in covering the cost of 
surgery. 

"We are so grateful to our 
community," Trombley said. 

"Fort Erie is so supportive of 
its SCPA. It's amazing." 

And the SPCA is hoping that 
support continues this spring 
as the Jarvis St facility hopes 
to add several new rooms to 
its Jarvis St. facility. 

"This will be the first major 
addition to our shelter in 30 
years," Trombley said.

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Man finds healing in chronic pain management workshop

Some days Tim Boles is 
able to wake up and go about 
his day normally. 

Other days. Boles may find 
himself shriveled in a ball on 
his bed in pain. 

Boles was diagnosed with 
Reflex Sympathetic 
Dystrophy. It’s a disease that 
causes unexplained, intense 
pain in a part of the body 
which has been injured. 

“It’s like your body and 
your nerves telling your 
brain that you’re in pain but 
the pain is long since gone,” 
Boles explained. 


Boles underwent surgery 
to cure carpal tunnel in his 
hand and after his surgery, 
he began to experience 
intense pain in his hand that 
eventually traveled to his 
arm and his neck. 

It took several years for 
doctors to finally diagnosis 
Boles with the disease. 

“The prognosis for RSD is 
good with early diagnosis, 
and the younger you are, the 
better the prognosis is,”Boles 
said. 

“But I wasn't diagnosed 
until it was several years too 
late.” 

Boles said his life is like a 
rollercoaster because some 


days can be more painful 
than others. 

“There are certain triggers 
to avoid like stress, being 
overactive and sometimes I 
don’t know what triggers it.” 

Boles manages the pain 
with medication, but some¬ 
times his medication isn’t 
enough. 

When he learned about 
Bridges Community Health 
Centre’s chronic pain man¬ 
agement program, he decid¬ 
ed to attend the workshop. 

“The first pain group I 
attended was four years ago 
and I really didn’t know 
much about 
Bridges. But 


it’s a wonderful place,” Boles 

Tve learned tons of stuff 
about breathing exercises 
and I learned that some¬ 
times I can bring my pain 
down a notch or two,” he 

Boles said he learned 
about the importance of 
exercise and diet. 

“Exercise is very impor¬ 
tant. Some people think they 
should stay away from exer¬ 
cise if they are hurt but they 
can do it with caution,” he 

"Diet is also important 


because there are a ton of 
foods that can cause inflam¬ 
mation,” he added. 

What Boles said he enjoys 
most about attending the 
chronic pain management 
workshops is the support he 
receives from others who 
share similar stories. 

“People in pain want to 
tell their stories and they 
need a platform to do it with 
like minded individuals,” he 

Boles said he keeps attend¬ 
ing the workshops to share 
his story and encourage 
other people to seek out help 


for their pain. 

“It's tremendous how 
chronic pain changes your 
life," Boles said of why he 
continues to attend work- 

“You have to relearn how

Snowmobilers cause 
headaches for resident

When Nancy Sears sees 
a snowmobiler riding on 
the sidewalk she fears for 
the safety of her grand¬ 
children. 

Even though she 
appealed to the Town of 
Fort Erie to pass a bylaw 
in 2011 to keep snowmo- 
bilers off the sidewalks, 
Sears said there is still a 
problem. 

"Until we got the bylaw, 
I counted about 93 snow¬ 
mobilers in one week¬ 
end, and now it’s about 
23 over a weekend,” she 
said. 

Sears spent Family Day 
caring for her one-year- 
old granddaughter, Gwen 
Garbutt, and she decided 
to take her granddaugh¬ 
ter for a ride in her sleigh 
near Sears' Niagara Blvd. 

"There wasn’t too 
much snow on the 
ground and I thought it 
was a beautiful day, but I 
didn’t anticipate snow¬ 
mobilers," Sears said. 

Sears said a snowmo¬ 
biler drove up behind her 
as she tugged her grand¬ 
daughter along in the 


"He followed behind 
us until we got to the cor¬ 
ner and the snowmobiler 
crossed the street.” 

Despite the town’s 
bylaw, Sears said people 
continue to ride snow¬ 
mobiles on sidewalks. 

"From the minute the 
snow hits the sidewalks, 
the snowmobilers are 

Sears said she’s called 
the Niagara Regional 
Police but it can be diffi¬ 
cult for the police to catch 
the snowmobilers to 

She is concerned a per¬ 
son will be injured as a 
result of a snowmobiler 
riding on a sidewalk. 

"I’m trying to get the 
message out that people 
who are riding their 
snowmobiles on side¬ 
walks need to stop.” 

The fine for snowmo- 
biling on a sidewalk, in a 
park or on the the 
Friendship Trail is a $250 
fine, municipal law 
enforcement officer Matt 
Richardson said. 

"It is enforced by the 
Niagara Regional Police 
as per the bylaw as they're 
better equipped to deal 
with this kind of offence," 


he added. 

The Town's bylaw pro¬ 
hibits riders from operat¬ 
ing their snowmobiles 
between 12 a.m. and 6 

Richardson said it can 
be difficult to catch peo¬ 
ple riding snowmobiles 
in places where they 
shouldn't be. 

"It is generally an 
offence that someone 
needs to be caught in the 
act," he said. 

Residents can call the 
Town of Fort Erie and 
make a complaint but it's 
important to help bylaw 
officers help identify the 
people who break the 

"We need as much 
information about the 
riders as possible so we 
can determine who was 
in fact operating their 
machines illegally," 
Richardson said. 

"If we can identify these 
people, we can speak to 
them about the bylaw 
requirements and warn 
them about the conse¬ 
quences," he added.
